The idea of seeding the sfurno land to 


wheat year after year is :not practiced 
except by a class of farmers who have 
litllo idea of the fitness of things.. On 
new prairio land tliree crops', may bo 
taken without serious deterioration ol 
the soil, though probably not with, ulti- 
mate profit in the long run. 
But the 


new settler has sorrio excuse. He must 
have money, and wheat-will bear longer 
transportation without: being eaten up 
by freight charges than anyothergrain 
except"llaxsecd. In the regular rota- 
tion, even on the fertile soils of tbe 
\Vust, it-should not occur oftcner than 
once in four yoars, and then preferably 
on a clover or grass seed, especially 
whore the soil is liable to heave. On 
old land, however, if considered advisa- 
ble to seed, fair. crops are raised by 
ilrillin^ between the rows of corn,.hav- 
ing first raised a tilth on thesurfacoof, 
say. two inches in depth.' 
. 


If wheat is to be seeded on stubble 


land of whatsoever kind, thosoil should 
bo plowed at the ordinary depth as 
soon after harvest as possible, and 
thereafter as often as. possible, up 
to 
seeding 
time, 
to -a depth ol

jirolitablo next season than wheat. Tlie 
absolute cleanuuss and good quality ol 
HID seed wheat—and this will apply t<; 
all seed grains—must be' certainly 
known. If you have no cheat, or othci 
foul weeds in the soil, and the seeds be 
perfectly clean, your crop 'will be so. 
If tho seed grains nra large of tlieii 
variety, dense and uniform in si'/.o, the 
plants will bo uniformly vigorous, ac- 
cording to tho capability and the adap- 
tation of tlio soil to tho'crop. It i.-i th« 
most unwise economy to sow indiffer- 
ent, foul or light seed. Mills are now 
constructed that will take, every foul 
seed from any grain by a proper regu- 
lation of tho wind and sieves, and 
special machines arc now mado to prc- 
paro seed grains of every kind. But it 
is not enough that the seed has boon 
cloaiuu-i in the mill. This simply gives 
clean seed. What is wanted for tho 
best results, for land in p'rimq condi- 
tion, is grain of tho greatest 'specific 
n-ravity. This may be obtained by plac- 
m«- tho grain on tho barn lloor and 
sluiveliiif'it in successive casts across 
the l!oor0 The heaviest grain will be 
carried tho farthest 
If this heavy 


o-raiu is sown by it-self, and seed saved 
fn the same way for successive years, 
Iho result will be astonishing to thoso 
who have never considered the question 
of heredity—RS true in vegetables as in 
animals. 


Not only will the yield bo increased 


por acre, but tho quality of the grain 
will be increased in" the same ratio ai 
the quantity. To tho slovenly farmer, 
who grows'his crops among weeds, ot 
ho who refuses to feed his soil when 
worn, this trouble in tho selection ol 
seed will not pay.

make any money from their crops. A 
precarious living is all they can expect.

ow Saddle Horse* Are EFolved—Tbr Pw 


duct of the Thoroughbred. 


The impression provaUsamong those 


not familier with the subject that any 
family of pacers are saddlers. This is 
a mistake. There ia no animal of the 
equine race more abominable than a 
ecrub pacer, in whose ancestry for a 
dozen years or more nothing but cold 
blood can be found. 
A brute of this 


kind would require as much time and 
space to turn in as a cow, would 
stumble on a wax floor, and, if "he 
failed to break his rider's neck in this 
way, would jolt the life out of him in a 
rough way. 
From 
this family 
of 


pacers no good can ever come until 
they arc crossed with some blood that 
will give them action. 
But there is an- 


otlicr class of pacers that stand pre- 
eminently above all other species of the 
borso kiu<(, for from their loins have 
come the kings and queens of the trot- 
ting and racing turf and the best sad- 
dlo horses of the country. Those show 
the clean limbs aud supple actions of 
the thoroughbred blood that has nicked 
so kindly with their pacing ancestors 
It is from stallions of this kind, witli 
two, three or four pacing crosses on 
thoroughbred foundation, that the bust 
saddle horses will come, so the pro- 
duce will have from thirty-to forty per 
cent, of thoroughbred blood in it. It 
is 
generally 
conceded 
that 
a 


thoroughbred 
can 
live . longer 


and 
go further 
under 
the saddle 


•with weight tip in proportion to his 
size, than any other 
horse. Nature 


seems to liavo intended him especially 
for this purpose. 
But in breeding the 


saddle hor>o as above, man has im- 
proved upon nature, and secured not 
only a more serviceable animal, but 
one tliiit will stand more constant 
riding. 
As ,<v rule a puro thoroughbred 


1ms no inclination to £ro any of iln 
mtifii'ial Middle gaits, and when forci'i 
out of a walk goes into a trot, and out 
of this into a gallop. 
On tho olhei 


hand, a 
well-bred saddle horse will 


glide slung live or seven miles au hour, 
in a smooth, frictionluss ruuning \v:ilk, 
or fox-trot, without n j.ir to himself or 
rider, and at cither of these gaits will 
go further with less fatigue to both horse 
and rider than a thoroughbred carrying 
thosamo weight and moving at the same 
speed in a trot. 
Tho 
thoroughbred, 


will last, and upon this lino w« rely for 
courage, activity, rapacity and willing- 
ness to go. 
But he i.s Lot inclined to 


tho saddle ffait-s, and takes them with 
sn effort when compelled to. 
When, 


however, his blood is mixed with that 
of a well-bred pacer tho product has 
natural disposition to the saddle, in, 
addition.to the desirable qualities of tho 
runner. ' For this reason it is necessary 
to unite tho two lines of blood in one 
auimal, in order to get the best mate- 
rial that nature can give and out oi 
which, with proper handling, a first- 
class saddle horse can. be made.—Sjnrit 
of tlie Farm.

DIRT. 


An Ahbiml Idea That Jtn Prevalence la 


Conducive to Hoalth. 


There is a very general idea, in some 


communities, at least, 
that dirt is 


favorable to health. 
It may be that 


this absurd idea originated with some 
ouo not particularly cleanly in her own 
habits, or thoso of her children, who 
would apologize for the untidiness ol 
her children by supposing it favorable 
to their health. 


.Since jt i.-i in tho office of the system 


constantly to throw off the waste mat 
tur.i, tho accumulated 
tilth, through 


seven millions of pores, it is unreason- 
able to suppose that its rcabsorjition 
mto tho body, or any similar filth, will 
bo promotivo of health. 
"Cleanliness 


is next to godliness." 


If experience, and observation seem 


to prove the correctness of this theory, 
tho error i1) explainable on the priuci 
plo Hint it is the air and sunlight en- 
joyed whilo "playing iu tho dirt" from 
which tho advantage is obtained, aud 
not tho inero dirt. 
Indeed, it is, prob- 


able that it is an improvement to allow 
children HUH to play out o' doors, 
though their faces, hands and whole 
bodies tuay bo soiled, so loug as they 
secure an ample supply of tkis all 
purifying air and light, rather than 
liavo them unnaturally conlined in hot 
and unvontilatcd rooms, fading and 
pining away for the want of light and 
tho pure air of heaven. 


A still more absurd idea is expressed 


in DID stjitcmcnt that "iho smell of llio 
barn and o:itllo is healthy."
